tudents,  faculty,  administrators,  and  residents  of  the 
Allentown  community  gathered  together  in  Parents’ 
Plaza  on  a windy  spring  day  to  look  at  the  t-shirts  of 
emotions  displayed  for  the  Clothesline  Project  and  listen  to 
talks  given  by  sexual  violence  activists  and  the  stories  of 
survivors  of  sexual  violence.  The  Clothesline  Project  is  an 
event  held  throughout  the  nation  at  various  times  of  the 
year  to  raise  awareness  of  sexual  violence.  Survivors, 
family  of  survivors,  and  friends  of  survivors  prepared  t- 
shirts  expressing  their  emotions  on  rape,  incest,  child 
abuse,  sexual  assault,  sexual  harassment,  and  homicide. 
Everyone  in  attendance  were  touched  deeply  and  many 
tears  were  shed  out  of  love,  pain,  and  anger.  The  Clothes- 
line Project  undoubtly  increased  awareness  about  the 
reality  of  sexual  violence  for  everyone;  the  organizers,  the 
audience,  and  people  who  were  able  to  read  one  t-shirt. 
The  event  was  organized  by  the  Crimes  Victims  Council  of 
the  Lehigh  Valley  and  brought  onto  campus  by  Dan 
Halewicz. 


The  t-shirts  displayed  at  the 
Clothesline  Project  brought  the 
reality  of  child  abuse,  rape,  in- 
cest, and  homicide  to  the  Muh- 
lenberg campus.

t profound  impact  on  the  living  experiences  of  all 
^ Muhlenberg  students.  As  stated  by  Scott  Salsberry, 
“The  buildings  in  which  you  live  are  not  dorms,  but  rather 
Residence  Halls.”  These  two  terms  are  frequently  miscon- 
strued to  be  synonymous,  however  there  is  a great  differ- 
ence between  the  two,  and  it  is  the  Resident  Advisors  who 
comprise  the  difference.  While  the  evaluation  of  an  RA 
varies  greatly  depending  on  whom  is  asked,  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  job  does  not.  As  the  most  important  tool  in  the 
Residence  Life  Program  each  year  and  every  Resident 
Advisor  accepts  this  title  twenty-four  hours  a day,  seven 
days  a week  without  overtime,  vacations  or  sick  days. 

Through  programming,  midnight  runs  to  Taco  Bell, 
commitment  to  and  concern  for  each  resident,  the  Resi- 
dence Life  staff  attempts  to  address  the  needs  of  the 
typical  student  both  on  an  educational  and  a social  level. 
While  each  of  the  seven  residence  halls  vary  in  many 
ways,  the  common  denominator  is  the  creation  of  a 
“home  away  from  home.”  This  feeling  is  achieved 
through  the  development  of  a community  on  each  hall. 

The  overall  success  of  this  program  depends  upon  a 
positive  impact  being  made  and  the  expression  of  a 
continuing  interest  in  being  a Resident  Advisor.  Both  of 
these  objectives  have  been  and  continue  to  be  achieved. 
With  the  addition  of  three  Resident  Coordinator  positions 
and  the  present  forty-four  Resident  Advisors,  the  strength 
of  this  program  grows  every  day.

fW"  The  department  draws  on  perspectives  from  the  social  sciences,  the  humanities,  and  the  arts  to 
provide  a framework  for  examining  how  communications  influences  our  ideas  and  values.  Communications 
activities  and  practices  are,  such  as  radio  production,  video  production,  and  public  relations,  are  studied  to 
develop  both  understanding  and  basic  skills.

he  most  important  skill  in  any  field  is  how  to  think  - how  to  gather  and  sort  through 
I information,  analyze  it,  and  solve  problems.  That  is  why  the  study  of  physics  is  so 
^ useful  for  a lifetime  of  inevitable  career  changes.  Physics  requires  skills  of  deductive 
and  intuitive  reasoning  that  can  be  successfully  applied  in  many  fields.  A quick  survey  of 
Muhlenberg’s  physics  graduates  proves  the  point.  Along  with  physicists,  many  have 
become  successful  engineers,  bankers,  physicians,  computer  specialists,  teachers, 
business  executives,  college  professors,  and  college  administrators. 

The  department’s  faculty  members  are  dedicated  to  undergraduate  teaching.  Ad- 
vanced physics  courses,  which  usually  range  from  four  to  eight  students,  are  small 
enough  to  allow  the  kind  of  individualized  teaching  that  the  study  of  physics  really 
requires.  The  curriculum  provides  valuable  laboratory  experience  at  all  levels,  and  the 
department  is  exceptionally  well-equipped,  having  apparatus  not  generally  found  at  four- 
year  colleges.  Microcomputers  are  integrated  into  all  facets  of  the  physics  curriculum, 
and  their  use  is  required  for  the  analysis  of  experimental  data  and  the  solution  of  many 
assigned  problems.  Computer  inter-facing  with  experimental  equipment  is  used  exten- 
sively.

olitics  in  the  broadest  sense  connects  with  everything  we 
My  do.  Given  the  intermeshing  of  government  and  the  society 
j " at  large,  most  major  issues  today  are  essentially  political 

issues.  The  department  is  large  enough  to  cover  the  major 
subdisciplines  of  the  field,  but  small  enough  to  provide  a lot  ofl 
personal  attention,  both  to  majors  and  to  the  many  students  who 
take  political  science  courses  as  electives.  There  are  programs,  for 
example,  that  provide  internships  and  research  projects  with  local 
and  county  agencies,  and  with  law  firms  in  the  area.  The  depart-  j 
ment  also  participates  in  the  Muhlenberg  College  Washington  ; 
Semester  program  through  which  internships  with  federal  govern- 
ment agencies  can  be  arranged.  Muhlenberg  has  previously  been 
noted  for  the  strength  of  its  pre-law  program.  Recent  political! 
science  majors  have  entered  most  of  the  country’s  top  law 
schools.  But  it  is  misconception  to  think  that  it  is  law  school  or 
nothing.  Political  science  is  also  an  excellent  preparation  for  both 
domestic  and  international  business,  government  service  at  all  j 
levels,  banking  and  teaching. 

Our  increasingly  complex  society  needs  literate  and  informed 
people  who  can  take  part  in  the  political  process.  Such  a partici- 
pation is  vital  because  the  policy  outputs  of  the  political  process 
profoundly  affect  our  personal  well-being,  our  national  survival, 
and  even  the  survival  of  the  planet.  The  training  of  such  individu- 
als is  the  central  goal  of  the  political  science  department.  Outside 
of  the  classroom,  this  has  been  achieved  through  various  talks 
organized  by  members  of  the  political  science  department.  Dr. 
Patricia  McRae  structured  a three-day  symposium,  “Getting  High, 
Getting  Level,  Getting  Low,”  focusing  around  the  issues  that 
encompass  drug  and  alcohol  use  and  abuse.  The  symposium 
included  a performance  by  “Last  Call”  and  talks  about  the 
narcotics  trade  between  the  Americas  and  living  in  an  envi- 
ronment with  drug  and  alcohol  abuse.  Dr.  McRae  also  ran  “Bull 
Sessions”  throughout  the  year,  which  gave  students  an  op- 
portunity to  casually  and  intellectually  discuss  issues  ranging  from 
events  on  campus  to  international  affairs.

& hanges  not  only  occurred  during  the  1995-1996 
academic  year  for  Ciarla,  The  Muhlenberg  College 
Yearbook,  but  for  Muhlenberg  College,  the  United 
States,  and  the  entire  world  as  well.  The  yearbook  staff 
strived  to  include  every  aspect  of  the  Muhlenberg 
Experience  in  Volume  104  of  Ciarla.  From  the  first- 
year-students  to  the  seniors,  from  independents  to  the 
Greeks,  from  the  faculty  to  the  administration,  and 
from  Homecoming  to  Campus  Discourse  Day,  the  year- 
book has  truly  fulfilled  its  theme;  “All  Things  Considered." 
In  addition,  many  Muhlenberg  parents  made  a tremen- 
dous contribution  by  showing  their  pride  and  love  for 
their  students  and  the  College  in  the  largest  business 
section  Ciarla  has  ever  included.  Finally,  in  order  to 
close  the  yearbook,  world  events  must  be  considered 
and  recognized  to  adequately  reflect  the  dynamic  world 
that  surrounds  Muhlenberg.  The  1995-1996  academic 
year  has  seen  natural  disasters,  assassinations,  and 
changes  in  the  political  climate  of  the  United  States. 
The  world  is  always  changing,  and  the  yearbook  ack- 
nowledges the  fact  that  Muhlenberg  must  do  every- 
thing in  its  power  to  be  conscious  of  the  outside  world. 


The  Center  for  Ethics  held  Muhlenberg's  first  Campus  Discourse 
Day  to  discuss  issues  surrounding  community  and  diversity.  The 
sessions  were  attended  by  faculty,  staff,  and  a huge  number  of 
students. 
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Tensions  growing  between  the  College  administration,  the  students,  and  the 
residents  of  Allentown  caused  a triangle  of  conflict  throughout  the  entire  year.  Over 
300  students  organized  themselves  and  held  a protest  in  order  to  increase 
communication  between  the  students  and  the  College  administration. 


President  Clinton  prepared  for  a new  political 
battle:  the  1996  presidential  election.

n domestic  politics,  affirmative  action  was  one  of  the  many  hot  topics  to  be  thrown  into  the 
spotlight.  It  was  nearly  three  decades  ago,  after  a series  of  race  riots  in  Los  Angeles,  Newark 
W and  Detroit,  that  a commitment  began  to  use  race-based  programs  to  improve  the  lives  of 
blacks.  In  1995-1996,  affirmative  action  plans  began  to  get  weaker.  The  Supreme  Court  issues 
decisions  making  it  harder  to  justify  giving  minorities  and  women  preferences  in  the  awarding  of 
federal  contracts;  and  the  Clinton  Administration  was  re-evaluating  federal  affirmative  action 
programs.  In  addition,  Senator  Bob  Dole,  a Republican  from  Kansas,  won  the  Republican  pres- 
idential primaries.  He  ran  for  vice  president  once  in  1976,  and  for  president  in  the  primaries  of  1980 
and  1988.  If  he  won  this  time,  he  would  be  73-year-old  when  he  entered  office,  older  than  any  newly 
elected  president. 

In  England,  John  Major,  the  British  prime  minister,  resigned  as  the  Conservative  leader  and  12 
days  later  was  re-elected  with  a 66  percent  vote  by  the  Tory  members  of  Parliament.  The  vote 
indicated  that  the  Tories  believe  that  the  52-year-old  Major  is  their  best  chance  of  winning  the  next 
general  election,  which  will  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1997.  The  United  Kingdom  also  experienced  a 
ripple  of  violence  from  factional  members  of  the  IRA.  Three  bomb  attacks  in  the  beginning  of  1996 
attempted  to  end  the  cease-fire  established  by  the  IRA  in  August  of  1994. 


The  Atlantic  region's  hurricane 
season  this  year  was  so  active 
that  it  has  produced  the  most 
named  storms  since  the  Nation- 
al Hurricane  Center  started  as- 
signing names  in  1953. 


Speaker  of  the  House.  NeuA 
Gingrich,  promised  to  over- 
haul more  than  a generation 
of  social  programs  that  be- 
gan in  the  eras  of  the  New 
Deal  and  the  Great  Society. 


After  months  of  arduous  ne- 
gotiations and  a tense  last- 
minute  flurry  of  crises  and 
walkouts,  Israel  and  the.  Pal- 
estinians concluded  a major 
agreement  to  establish 
peace,  however  within 
months  Yasser  Arafat,  who 
was  the  leader  of  the  PLO, 
was  assassinated. 


Bill  Gates  made  computer 
headlines  when  he  introduced 
Windows  ‘95,  the  long-awaited 
upgrade  to  the  Windows  com- 
puter software  program.  Gates, 
the  39-year-old  chairman  of  Mi- 
crosoft Corp.,  was  also 
crowned  the  richest  man  in  the 
US,  with  a net  worth  of  about 
$14.8  billion. 


Timothy  McVeigh  is  a 
well-guarded  prisoner.
